 Gifts Inn Boonsboro is a retail store specializing in local and regional art, 
which reduces transportation costs.  All gift bags and tissue paper are 100% 
recycled with 40% or more post-consumer recycled content.  6% of the artists 
that we work with create product using reclaimed and repurposed materials.

 Gifts Inn BoonsBoro is a community partner and financially supports the 
Boonsboro Green Fest.  This Green Fest is located one block from our business 
and has enjoyed 5 years of success in educating our community on a variety of 
sound environmental practices.  Our staff also volunteer at the Boonsboro Green 
Fest at the Gently Used Clothing Collection and Swap by donating our gently used 
clothing and helping sort the clothing donations.  Last year over 7,200 pieces of 
clothing were swapped or donated to Washington County Children In Need.
